In 1928, when this photograph was taken, members of the LAA held a 
“summer garden party” and presented a miniature collection of their works to 
Mr. and Mrs. William O. Goodman who were early benefactors of the LAA. 
This gift was given on the occasion of Mr. Goodman’s 80th birthday in 
appreciation for many years of support and friendship. Mrs. Goodman 
donated the money for a new wing to the original LAA building, designed 
by Charles. A. Platt, and in 1938 the Goodman Gallery was dedicated to the 
memory of her husband. The photograph captures the early years of the LAA 
and includes many notable LAA artists of the period along with Florence 
Griswold who was the Association’s first Director.
